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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Selectmen, in presenting an account of their transactions, 
wish to call the attention of the citizens of Hillsborough to the 
conditiun of town affairs, at the beginning of the year. And, as 
a report of the condition of the late Treasurer's accounts was pre- 
pared with considerable care, and presented to the town ata 
special town meeting, held on the sixteenth day of May last; and 
as said report embraces statements concerning the financial stand- 
ing of the town, and as said report was by vote, at said meeting, 
‘laid upon the table,’ and is subject to further consideration at 
some future time; and that all may be able to judge of our acts 
understandingly, we have deemed it advisable to embody said 
special report in this our annual report. 


REPORT PRESENTED MAY 16th, 1866. 


‘The undersigned, Selectmen of Hillsborough, having been 
petitioned by legal voters of the town, to issue their warrant for 
a town meeting for the purposs of choosing a committee to inves- 
tigate the financial affairs of the town; and having been previous- 
ly called upon by the sureties of Oliver F. Nelson, late town 
treasurer, to examine the accounts of said treasurer; inserted an 
article in the warrant for said meeting, by which the town might 
know, in a formal manner, the result of their own investigations, 
what proceedings had been taken, and by which, their course 
might be legally directed, changed, censured or approved. 

Meeting for the first time after our assuming the duties encum- 
bent upon the financial agents of the town; our duty was to take 
the bonds of the treasurer elect ; Mr. Nelson failing to qualify by 
taking the oath of office, and giving a good and sufficient bond 
Within the time required by law, the office became vacant, and we 
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appointed John C. Campbell to be town treasurer for the ensuing 
year ; and also took immediate measures to call in the outstanding 
notes in order that the true condition of the treasurer’s accounts 
might be ascertained by an examination of the notes themselves. 

The late treasurer being unable to pay over or account for the 
Jarge sum: shown to be in his hands by his own accounts, 
and he claiming an error in his accounts, which if found, 
would reduce the amount alleged to be in _ his hands; 
and having commenced an examination of said aceounts, and find- 
ing them in a much worse condition than at first appeared, we 
secured the services of Messrs, Briggs & Teel for the purpose of 
making a thorough investigation of said accounts; and retained 
them as counsel for the town im any proceedings growing out of 
said investigation. 

The first examination making it evident that there was a 
deficit in the three several years of Mr. Nelson’s manage- 
ment of the town treasury, and not having sufficient time to de- 
termine the exact amount of such deficit until after the annu- 
al invoice and assessment of taxes was made, it was determined to 
be our first duty to place the bonds of Mr. Nelson in suit, and 
postpone the farther investigation of the subject until after the 
required assessments were made. Accordingly, suits were EE) 
menced against O. F. Nelson, Ephraim Dutton and J. H. 
Newell, on the bond for 1865; amd against O. F. Nelson, ah 
jamin Tuttle and J. H. T. Newell on the bond for 18643; the 
bond for 1868 not having been put in suit. 

This delay in our investigation was necessary, and made in 
good faith, and without compromising any of the legal interests of 
the town, and as we supposed was well understood by the citizens. 
of the town, and, as we know, was perfectly satisfactory to the 
sureties of Mr. Nelson, who were more directly interested than 
any other persons. But while in the midst of our assessment 
duties, much to our surprise, we earned that our course was not 
satisfactory to all, and that reports were circulatec and believed, 
that we were endeavoring to prevent a true knowledge of the state 
of affairs being known by the town; and dark insinuations were 
sent floating through the political atmosphere, that all per- 
sons having hed any connection with the management of town af- 
fairs in the town of Hillsborough for the last fev years, had had a 
hand in robbing a treasury kept alive only with borrowing money, 
all having a tendency to forestall public opinion in relation to the 
course pursued by the undersigned. 

Notwithstanding, we have pursued our investigation with an 
honest intention to arrive at the truth, without fear af political 
abuse or hope of personal reward; and with confidence that the

people of Hillsborough will give us the credit of being governed 
by honorable motives, we submit the following—

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We wish to add now, in relation to the above report, that at 
the time it was made, we believed it to be correct,and we have 
no reason tothink otherwise at the present time, although, a 
further investigation of the whole matter may bring to light some- 
thing we failed to discover, or may show our conclusions to have 
been erroneous, but we claim, in any event, to have investigated 
all the accounts, badly kept and mutilated as they were, to the 
best of our ability, and with the aid of counsel employed for the 
town. 

The town having voted ie the approval of the sureties of 
Mr. Nelson—to submit the accounts between the parties to the 
suits on the bonds, to Hon. Josiah Minot of Concord, as Auditor ; 
and also having voted that he also act as committee to investigate 
the proceedings of the selectmen for the last three years, we 
preserted Judge Minot with an attested copy of said véte, and he 
accepted the position. We requested an early hearing in the mat- 
ter, which was promised, if he could obtain his commission; Mr. 
Nelson refusing to sign an agreement for the same,the commission 
could not be obtained,until ordered by the Supreme Judicial Court 
in September ; since which time,the Auditor has failed to fix upon 
a time for the hearing,when his own engagements and the conven- 
ience of the counsel on all sides would permit the attendance. of 
all the parties. 

Knowing the difficulty of hastening matters in law, we have en- 
deavored to have the matter investigated by him as committee, in 
order to present the result of the same, in our annual report, but 
Judge Minot has always desired to attend as auditor befere at- 
tending as committee, and has explained kis reasons therefor by 
letter. 

We have lately had assurances from him that the matter shall 
yet receive his personal attention, previo to our annual town 
meeting. 

In view of the feeling manifested in consequence of the delay 
of proceedings, we feel in duty bound to say, that we believe our 
whole duty has been performed in relation. to the. suits pending, 
or the investigation voted, and that we have always been in readi- 
ness to meet the auditor or committee.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


It gives your committee pleasure to be able to say that your schools are 
in avery good condition, and that the scholars, asa general thing, are quite 
in earnest in improving the advantages for getting an education, afforded them 
by our common school system. The several districts, upon the whole, have 
been very fortunate in the selection of teachers, and, with very few excep- 
tions, scholars and teachers have done their part of the work very faithfully. 
But they alone can not do it all. Parents have a duty to perform, and until 
they perform that duty, our schools will fall far short of accomplishing the 
work for which they are designed. Parents are apt to leave too much of the 
work for the teacher to do, They not only require the teacher to discharge 
his or her duty, but THEIR OWN also. Now, this should not be so. Teacher, 
parent and scholar should perform their respective parts sincerely and effectu- 
ally, Let the teacher be sure and not educate superficially, but teach princi- 
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ples as well as form and method. Let the teacher labor to introduce into the 
school a discipline that will ensure good deportment, and close application.— 
Let parents keep fully informed as to the deportment and habits of their chil 
dren in school, and if they are-not well behaved, studious and industrious, let 
them take the matter in hand and see that they are at once made so, In or- 
der to know what the scholar is doing, the parent should visit the school as 
frequently as possible ; converse often with the teacher, and daily examine 
the scholar himself as to his deportment, d&c. Our schools were established 
for the purpose of educating our children, and if they fail to do it, let it not 
be owing to any fault of ours. 

Tardiness, a great injury to the the progress of our schools, should be 
prevented by the parents. Be sure that your children are at school every 
morning by 9 o’clock, and that théy remain there until the hour of dismissal. 
Regularity of attendance also should be insisted upon. Your committee is able 
to report that the text books in the several districts, with one or two excep- 
tions, are uniform. Nos. 9 and 17 have not fully adopted the series, but it is 
hoped that they will do so on the commencement of the next Summer Term. 
Every school room should be furnished with a dictionary, globe, outline maps, 
and a black-board 5 feet by 12 at least. 

In closing these remarks, your committee begs leave to thank the teach- 
ers, scholars atid citizens, for their co-operation and kindly assistance during 
the time he has served them. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer TermM—Grammar School.—Miss Alice M. Kingsbury of Frahcestown. 
Miss K. proved herself to be a very excellent teacher, and was highly suc- 
cessful in this school. The improvement did great honor to both, teacher and 
scholars, The district could hardly have secured a niore competent and 
faithful teacher. 

Primary School, Miss Sarah E. Emerson of Francestown. This school was 
a decided success. Miss E. has few superiors as a teacher. She is active and 
systematic, inspires her pupils with great energy and love for study, and, as 
might be expected with such a teacher, the progress made was highly grati- 
fying. 

A ait TrermM—Grammar Sehool.—Mr. Chas. DeMeritte. In consequence 
of the teacher’s being taken sick, this term closed abruptly, and was visited but 
once by your committee. Itis presumed that the progress was very creditable. 

Primary School, Miss Emerson, summer teacher. The district was very 
fortunate in securing the services of Miss E. for this term, She fully sustained 
the reputation which she gained in the summer school. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer Term.—Miss Nellie F. Whitcomb, of-Hillsborough. This is a very 
small school, but a vety good one. If Miss W. would teach the ‘ whys and 
wherefores ” a little more, she would be a very valuable teacher.
